N the patt Fleifchman, Aulick 
Counfellour of War, arrived here, and 

had prefently a Conference with Count 
Virmond and Baron Dahlman. On the 
goth a Capigi Baffa, or Gentleman of the Cham. 
rand Signior, arrived here from Adri. 
anople, with important for. the Otto- 
man Plenipotentiaries: And having 
mented the Ambaffadours of his Majeity, 
he went to the Quarter of thofe of the Ottoman 
Porte, who received him with all Marks of Ho- 
nour, and came out on Horfeback with all their 
Retinue to meet him. He prefented to Sir Ro- 
bert Sutton, His Britannick Majefty’s Plenipoten- 
tiary, a rich Veft of double Sable, with a. Purfe 
of 1000 Ducats in Gold, according to the Cuftom 
of the Turks in like Cafes. We hear that the 
Aga of the Janizaries is advanced with a cenfidera- 
ble Body of Turkith Infantry between Sophia and 
Niffa. On our Side the Imperial Army is almoft 
ite form’d between Semlin and Cabia 5 and a 
Bridge is building on the Danube near Koiluts. 
We hear the Capigi Baffa has age to the 
Ambaffadours of the Ottoman Porte, Full Powers 
much more ample, for thcit treating with ‘the 
mperour’s Plenipotentiaries, a8 alfo with the 
Rsotcasinrs of the Republick of Venice, and 
for removing at the fame Time the Obftacles that 
have hitherto hinder’d the opening the Congefs. 
On the 2d of this Month, the Full Powers of the 
Turkifh Ambaffadours were brought by the Sere. 
tarics of the Mediators to the Emperour’s Peni- 
tiaries to be examin’d. ‘Ibe 3d, the Mini. 

Bes Mediator went to the Ambaffadours of his 
mperial’ Majefty, to receive back the faid Pull 
Powers ; and to confer with them upon the @pen- 
the Congrefs, which was fix’d for the 5th. The 

Imperial Pavilfion which was brought 
by Count Virmond, was ereéted, upon the Place 
een the Encampment of the Minifters Medi- 
ators, and Guards were pofted there both bythe 
mperialifts and Turks. The 5th, at Nine in the 
urusngy te two Plenipotentiarics of his Imperial 
Majefty went to the Tent of Conference in the

Paris, Jane The following Arrét of the 
Council of State hae been publifh’d here : 
THE King being inform'd that the Parliament 
“ af Paris, by an Arrét of this Day, in ordzin- 
ing that Remonfttances fhould be made to his 
Majefty upon the Subject of the Edift of the 
Month of May laft, which ordains the Recoinage 
of the Money and the Price at which the Old — 
and New Species are to pafs, have, by Provifion, 
made Prohibitions to all Perfons to execute the 
faid Edi, or receive the Species recoined accor- 
ding thereunto, and in Prejudice and Contraven. 
tion to the faid Edi&t the Parliament ordains, 
that their Arrét fhall be read and peblifh’d, and 
even that collated Copies fhall be fent to the 
Bailliages in their Jurifdiftion. And as this Anét 
is an injurious Attempt upon the Royal Authority, 
his Majefty bein ia bie Council, with the Advice 
of Monfieur the Duke of Orleans, Regent, without 
regarding the faid Edi& which he bas deftroy’d 
and annull’d, has ordained and doth ordain, that 
the Ediét of the Month of May laft concerning the 
Monies, fhall be executed according to its Form 
and Tenour; and that the prefent Arrét fhall be . 
read, publifh’d and affix’d whereever it is need- 
ful, that none may be ignorant thereof. Done in 
the Council of State at Paris, his Majefty being 
prefent, the 20th of June,.1718.
